ary offence” within the meaning '>( Section 5BU1 of the Cinematograph Act 
1932 (37 of 1952) (hereinafter called the said Act! ; 

Therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause fa) of sub¬ 
section (2) of Section 6 of the said \ct, the Cential Government hereby directs 
that the film entitled “Midnight Express” (English) which was granted “A” 
certificate No. 4322 dated 3-1-1981 by the Board of Film Censors, shall be 
deemed to be an uncertified film in the whole of India with effect from the 
date of issue of this Notification. 
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
